The senate bill providing that the 


term of county auditois tlecied in 
November 1914, shall be four years 
instead of two years. i« on the calen- 
dar to be -\oted on ne\t Tuesday. 
This bill is being \\idel\ discussed 
over the state and is meeting with 
the approval of the majority of tax- 
ation societies, and others interested 
in efficient service in the auditor's 
office. 


It is not a partisan measure 
as 


there is a very even 
division 
of 


the offices over the state 
between 


the two parties. It is being advocat- 
ed by a number of legislators and it 
also has the stamp of approval of 
the state auditor. 


Among the reasons advanced for 


the change to a four }ear term are 
the following: 


The auditors elected in 1014 do 


not take their office until the third 
Monday in October. l ' i l " > , only about 
ten \\eeks before the new taxation 
law goes into effect. 


The Parrett-Whittemore Rill just 


passed will do away with the District 
Assessor's office and thereby place 
the taxation machinery 
throughout 


the State in the hands of the Cou.ity 
Auditors on January 1st, 10IS. 


A man elected in 1911 who tak^s 


office October 15, 1015, will be en- 
gaged in securing his re-election dur- 
ing the summer and fall 
of 
I01f>. 


This is just the 
period 
when 
he 


should be de\otinjj his entire time 
and energy in familiarizing himself 
with carrying on his new taxation 
duties. 
Result—either the personal 


candidacy of the Auditor or the tax- 
ation question will suffer and it is a 
safe conclusion jt will not be the for- 
mer. 


It is of vital interest to all tax- 


payers that they secure (lie fullest 
measure of service from their Audi- 
tors in performing; their duties un- 
der the nex taxation measure and 
this can only be seemed by making 
the term 4 years, be^innint? October 
13, 11'5. This will insure at least 
a temporary permancy in taxation af- 
fairs which is a crying need at the 
present time.

mous deficit that, would appear by 
the end of the fiscal year, "omitting 
the income tax." But why omit the- 
income tax from the calculation? Be- 
cause it would wipe out most of the 
deficit, and spoil the calamity howl. 


This income tax is as 
much an 


integral part of the revenue system 
as the tax on 
spirits. 
Whon 
the 


Democratic party reduced tho cus- 
toms taxes, 
which 
fall 
upon con- 


sumption, they substituted the in- 
come tax, which falls upon posses- 
sions, in compliance with a perfectly- 
clear financial policy, approved, ir 
theory, at least, by all economists, 
of substituting direct 
for indirect 


taxes. 


The income tax is not payable til. 


June, but the returns are now in, 
and it is possible to make an ap- 
proximation to the amount they will 
yield. The revenue from this source 
will not fall below $80,000,000, and 
is likely to exceed that. 
In 
that 


event the deficit will be very moder- 
ate; not in the least alarming, and 
in spite of the supplementary taxes 
imposed on account of the war's in- 
terruption with trade, 
this 
deficit, 


will be due to the war's diversion of 
imports. 
This is shown by the fact 


that for the fiscal year up to April 
24 the customs receipts were close to 
$7:5,000,000 less than they were in 
the corresponding portion of the pre- 
vious year. Very little of this can be 
due to the tariff, because the Under- 
wood tariff was in operation during 
the greater part of the previous fiscal 
year. 
A part of the decrease may 


reasonably be assigned to the reduc- 
tion of duties, but far the greater 
part must, be assigned to some other
